In 1851 The Y.M.C.A. of Montreal was organized—the first on the American 

Continent. From 1867 to 1873 it was located in the Bible House, Craig 
and St. Alexander Streets. In 1873 it entered its first building (cost $50,000) on Victoria 
Square, carrying on evangelistic meetings, educational classes, and equipped with a 
reading room and library.

will provide them with rooms and other accommodation. Although in 1927, 6,118 
young men resided in the Drummond Street Building, which has less than 200 
rooms, thousands of others could not be accommodated.

The Proposed Evening College and Residence Building. 


NE feature of “Y” work that is recognized each year as of increasing 
importance is the providing of residence accommodation for a pro- 
portion of those young men who must live away from home, in our 

city. To Montreal, numbers of these young men come from the farms or 
small towns in the Townships, from the Maritimes, Ontario, the other 
provinces of Canada, the United States, and many from the Old Country 
and other parts of Europe. Some go to the homes of relatives or friends, but 
the large majority have to depend on commercial boarding houses. 


Many unsophisticated boys thus come to Montreal seeking their fortunes. 
They are filled with high ideals and fired with ambition. Then, pressed by 
loneliness and impelled by the natural desire of the human being for com- 
panionship, many take the line of least resistance and the path that leads 
them into trouble. Most of them would rather live straight, but they don’t 
get a chance to make an intelligent choice. Vice 1s generally aggressive in 
its recruiting and virtue is often forced to play a passive part. 


Ir will readily be realized that the first few weeks of these newcomers in 
Montreal very largely influence what they will make out of themselves in the 
future. Can anything be more important than providing them at this crucial 
time with wholesome surroundings where they will meet worth-while young 
men associates. 
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Present Residence Conditions 


THERE are accommodations for 180 young men in the “Y” at present, 
including the rooms in North and Westmount branches. ‘The proposed 
Stanley Street Building will bring the total accommodations, in all branches, 
to 700. 


Under present conditions, young men under 30 are given the preference in 
“yn : ait 5 CONS : 

Y” residence. The average age of the men living in Central ‘““Y” now is 
24. Residence in the ““Y” is limited to three years. These regulations are 
necessary to permit using the ““Y” facilities to help those young men most 
in need of such wholesome surroundings. 


SURELY residence accommodation for 700 young men away from home is as 
small a number as Montreal should provide.
